EDITORIAL: "The two sides of Janos" 

book THrTANnq various articles concerning Frank Johnsoir s 

book THE JANOS PEOPLE (published in October 1980 by Neville Snearman).Apart from a 

review in this newsletter at the time of publication I have kept silent,despite mv 
persona involvement^ (it was I who asked Frank to pursue the case for UF0IN).What 
have been waiting to see was whether anyone (especially pur more philosophical 
stuaents,,,such as those who produce Magonia) would notice an inter.jsting"coin- 
cidence (which I suspect is rather more than that!) To date nobody has,and since 
I ma^e some other comments on the case in ALIEN CONTACT (coming ih November) I •* 
decided to write about the matter here. 


It has been noted by some that Janos was an interesting choice of planet name 
for the aliens who "abducted" the Mann family in Oxfordshire in June 19/8.Janus 
was an ancient "two-faced" God and ufology is rather a lot to do with "two-facedn<a 
Are we dealing with real UFOs or illusions? Do we have solid craft or psychic 
projections? Do aliens exist or are we merely inventing them? Even the stories 
that are spieled out to contactees are remarkably two-faced and many (such as Keel 
and Vallee) have noted how the "aliens" appear to deliberately lie,mislead and 
distort in a two-faced manner. 


But what is very,very interesting is thi.s.Iu 19/8 Ox»o o-p Britain's most . 
brilliant living philosophers (Arthur Koestler) published a booK vrhioh Jio ±t 3 jcii-<ied 
as his "summing up" of many years work (which has included important ^ooks like ^ 
THE GHOST IN THE MACHINE,MD THE ROOTS OF COINCIDENCE) And here we have c. nice 
little coincidence for Arthur to root out,,,for his book in 19/8 was called tanuS,' 

Now,I don't know if it was published before June in 19/8 (I suppose there 
a 50/50 chance). Nor do I know if the Mann family read it by then,On the face oi: 
it this seems rather unlikely,but it would be Interesting to know,For it is not 
only the coincidence of the title which stands out,but the contents of the book., 
are just as important, 

Hoestler contends that man is one of nature's eteolutionary errors.Our rational 
mind (the refinement which makes man man) evolved too fast and it outstripped our 
more primitive, instinctual and emotive minds (those possessed by other animals) b/ 
several orders of magnitude,The result is a kind of species schizophrenia where 
our base instincts continued to pour out (as agression,murder,war and so on) but 
fuelled by increasingly sophisticated rational tools (advanced weaponery and 
subtle justification for what we do),Now we have reached a stage where we can (and 
probably will) anlhilate ourselves and evolution (God?) might just let us ^et.ou 
with it, (After all it saves him the bother of throwing us in the trash^^canO He 
develops this chilling analogy by reference to the polarity of mans behaviour 
and tries to suggest ways in which we can avoid the nuclear cremation which lies 
in wait. 

If we take this argument one step further we can see the close parallel betwee’' 
his ideas and those which emerge from the Janos affair,We could envisage it as a’ 
synchronistic expression of man's basic flight (we are seen as less evolved than 
the Janos people,who warn of a chain reaction of nuclear destruction.,.even 
advising us that they are from earth even though they are "beyond" us)' It isaa .. 
curious fact that various events and discoveries seem to occur at the same .time 
(as if the conditions suddenly become right for several of us to draw on the 
collective pool of knowledge at the same time).So this Janos/Janus "coihcidonce" 
may have rather more to it than at first seems evident .Read Jung on synchronic;'. 

Of course,there could be another answer,If man is an evolutionary.error it 
might be wise to assume .that a successor was established,,,one which 'works rathe:' 
better,That is,after all,the way that evolution works,This more evolved being 
might show some sympathy for man (much like we would.for a lower branch of the 
evolutionary tree,such as an Orang-Utsng) It might atiduct a few and put them cn 
show,It might try experiments to educate those who were less conditioned to life 
in the planetary jungle (children or simple folk,,,certainly not scientists^) 

And it might try to communicate just where man was -going wrong and warn of’'hhe 
consequences,But ultimately I doubt if it would Interfere,Would we intervene f.'a 
a bus'll war between herds of elephant? The parallels provi(j§ interesting though'; 
patterns,don't they? 

Oddly,we seem back to the two-faced argument again,and it is hard to decide 
between the two choices we are' presented with,But perhaps we might find the nswe; . 
by a close comparison between THE JAl'iOS PEOPLE (which is being dismissed rather

readily because of Frank Johnson's halve acceptance of Its veracity) and Koestler's 
final chapter In JANUS,,.For,believe It or not,here (after many years) he decides 
to tackle the UFO phenomenonj 

Perhaps an alien race from Janos really do exist (although I seriously doubt ^t 
In the obvious sense) Or (maybe) In a different way the Janos people do exist even 
so,But If that Is so. In an evolutionary Koestler sense, then they might well be 
us,,,a necessary projection of what we know as truth,We would be the Janos peoplei

Again this is confirmed by others who were with hwr.The trouble is George is 
absolutely positive he could not and did not receive the call at 2,45pm.What is 
more he knows he did receive it, before he went to the studio at about 123301 It „ 
was only that evening when the time-slip came to light,For George heard his wife , 
describe her victory two hours before it happened in his time frame,and she heard 
him say he was in a hurry to get to an interview which had taken place almost 
two hours earlier in her time-frameJ A spokesman for British Telecom said "We 
like to be efficient but Telecom seems to have excelled itself in the Willett's 
case",,,,I wonder what will happen when it comes to the bill! 


MORE ON THOSE FIREBALLS. Granville Oldroyd 

During the 1939“^5 war we had a department dealing with deception.This spent its 
time deceiving the Germans about our military intentions,When the Normandy 
landings were planned for 1944 the Germans were deceived into thinking the in¬ 
vasion was to come in the Calais area by the use of "dummy armies" in south-east 
England made out of inflatable tanks,planes etc,,.. What was the most important 
(was made into) the least important,and that which was the least Important becam'^ 
the most important,Now apply this principle to ufology. 

The most important cases are the GE3 a-nd 4s and at the other end we have the 
cases which are ignored,these being the mass reports when a fireball is seen. 
Anything seen that night is dismissed, as a fireball and thereby forgotten.Applyin 
the principle of deception it can be seen that the GE3 a-nd CE4s should be ignored 
whilst the mass fireball sightings are the cases that should be studied 

I observed a fireball-type object on April 25 1969td'^^i'^6 "^he mass fireball 
sightings of that evening,but what I saw was no fireball as they are unable to 
hide behind clouds for any length of time,Nobody is ever going to convince me 
that what I saw was a fireball - so what was it? Some very strange things 
happened that night,Hardly any two reports are the same.Objects were seen under¬ 
neath clouds,A part time instructer in the Observer Corps saw an object at I 5 OO' 
in Gockerham (the fireball was 100 miles away) whilst an air traffic controller 
saw a light moving at 20,000 MPH and at 15,000' from Deeds/Bradford airport. 

I am presently researching a fireball on Jan 12 I 963 which ai^pears very strange. 
And there was June 6 1976, Mar 19 1979 and so on.There are probably more of these 
appearances than we realise. 

When I saw the object in I 969 it appeared unreal,! had a definite feeling 
about it,If there is a conditioning process at work then this would be where it 
is taking place,Witnesses run into the thousands and there is a built-in explan¬ 
ation,which is accepted by those studying UFOs.The experiences must be on a 
subjective level,but are they spontaneous or pre-planned? Maybe the fireball is 
the trigger for subjective experiences, ' 

We need a flightjjath for Cosmos IO 68 but all mv efforts have failed (BUFORA 
could not get one for the latest JTAP either,,.JR} GHRYSIS have supplied me one 
for the April 69 fireball,so I can try to plot (as Bernard Delair has done) 
which seem to be reports of the fireball and which do not,Does anyone know- how I 
can get a flightpath of COSMOS IO 68 ? “ 











GSanvllle has now joined with me in Operation Smokescreen.We intend to look more 
carefully at this whole question of anomalous sightinfjs at the time of major 
IFOs (like fireballs,satellite re-entries and so on).

VEHICIfi INTERFERENCE & THE TIME-LAW CURVE Geoff Falla 

Recently I obtained a copy of UFO STUDY and the diagram of E-M effect cases from 
UFOGAT,inrelatlon to time of day,prompted me to check the times of cases in the 
BUFORA Vehicle Interference Project,Times were noted in 223 out of the total of 
422 cases and the results were similar to the UFOCAT study,But the afternoon & 
early evening "steps" noticed here are not found in the V.I..data,But it does 
confirm that the peak time for these effects lies between 20,00 and 24,00 hrs., 
which is perhaps rather earlier than suggested by Ian Cresswell,.,,I would agreo 
with the significance, of the Nelson and Barnard Castle cases. ’ ‘’

up a working party to produce a detailed report on these two 1977 EM cases,Pc 
could incorporate ideas from outside specialists and could then be presented to

for more concentration on suQh things and less concern over psychic or psycho¬ 
logical topics,Here is the perfect opportunity.

a hill near her home in Flint,Clwyd,(Her earlier sighting has been described in 
the FSR articles on the Sunderland family sightings and is refered to in ALIEN

quality cases) during a period of deathly quiet on the UFO scene,seems to have 
considerable relevance,Here one of the missing "north England" counties is filled 
in,It is reasonably certain the events did occur on November 23 (placing it In 
the midst of all the others), but unfortunately the witness is not totally sure, 

22 yr old Nigel Mortimer of 0tley,West Yorkshire,awoke at about 01.63 "fir no • 
apparant reason" and felt an urge to look through the window near his bed,In the 
NT] he saw a "star" moving very fast westwards,which at first he took to be a 
meteor,but he quickly realised it had a distinct shape and then saw it hover for 
several seconds over a nearby field,The object was oval and apparently me'bailic

A housewife (then 36) reports how she saw two or/red 

lights to the NE over Gottam power station on the bo 
rder with Lincolnshire,They seemed to move east then 
south and slowly curve round towards her village. It 
was a clear,moonlit night and she had been retiring 
to bed (at 02,OO) but she continued to watch. At 03 , 

00 the lights had turned to yellow then, white but still looked like very bright 

stars,She viewed them through a s?iall telescope and found that the bright light 
nearest to her was in fact a light on the body of an object,which seemed to be a 
long,narrow (yet thick) cigar shape,This extendeqL for quite some distance to the 
right of the light and reflected moonlight as a silvery/jjurple,She could now see 
the light was in fact a huge concave window in the side of the "craft".The two 
objects approached,keeping the same distance apart,and hovered over a house in 
the isolated valley below the village .The "wdindow" in the nearest object had 
rotated so that it was now in the middle of the side of the craft facing her,In 
this way she appreciated it was a disc,rather than a cigar,in shape,The nore^ 
distant object was never seen as anything more thana bright star,Underneath the 
body was a small hump,which had not been visible at first,suggesting the object- . 
had tilted slightly,There was also a mist or vapour underneath,The light from 

the window area was so intense it reflected from the slate roof 4f the house in 
jkhb valley.Whilst hovering the witness says she saw human-like figur®'’ r,nxz — 

the window space.These seemed normally proportioned and were seen in silhouette 
only and from waist upwards.Only one at a time was vdslble as they moved across 
occasionally and out of sight behind the i)art of the body where there vras no 
window .At no time did she hear any sound,although environmental sounds (such as 
distant trains) were clearly heard during the experience.At this point it was 
hovering at about twice the height of the house in the valley and she estimates 
the size of the body as 100' long (otherwise the size of a cigar at arms length 
with the distance to the valley house being one-third of a mile).By 04,20 the 
larger object had actually passed out of sight above her own house (having risen 
somewhat to climb out of the valley).At this point she went ourside.Dawn was 
breaking and in the clearer light the body of the craft (despite its procimity) 
was invisible,All that could be seen was a bright star,The other light remained 
over the valley.The witness now claims she decided to go to bed,,,(with an 
invisible UFO containing numerous entitles hovering right above her head?li? ) 

It is tempting to suggest an astronomical explanation for such a long duration 
sighting,But is that feasible,Can Venus reflect on a slate roof? Comments please. 
She wrote to the MOD to describe her report (getting the udual reply) and also 
to RAP Haddington where a Flight Lieutenant Gray said in his Intriguing letter,,, 
",,,I regret that at Haddington we can offer no explanation,Certainly none of 
our aircraft were airborn in the axea at the time,,,I can offer no credible 
explanation as to what you saw,,,and it must therefore be accepted that you saw 
an "Unidentified Flying Object",One day,no doubt,a full explanation for such 
things will be forthcoming,,,However,I do assure you that sightings such as yours 
are taken most seriously by the RAF,The details you have given us will be added 
to other known gacts (my underline - Ed) and may help in providing a solutioneA,"
